issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
seemed to make it, The cost of living, like the 
weather, has been an intriguing field of the 
amateur experts up to now. It has gone up and 
it has gone down, People have grumbled about 
it and wondered why the government has not 
done something about it. 

But now the real experts have moved in. The 
price statisticians, within the walls of the old 
factory building on Green Island that houses the 
Dominion Bureau, have completed a two-year 
job. They have given the government an 
accurate measuring stick of family living costs, 
and they have ended a great deal of guesswork 
in this field. They have uncovered a vast 
amount of authentic information about family 
costs in different parts of Canada. They have 
furnished a guide for extensive price and trade 
controls created under the War Measures Act. 

The base years for most index numbers issued 
by the Bureau of Statistics has been 1926. The 


new cost of living index numbers are based 
upon 1935-39 inclusive, and investigation of 
prices and family budgets in these five years has 
been under wa nee 1938. 

In establishing the new Canadian index, the 
Bureau checked on 45,000 fa es, selected 
1,439 of them located in twelve different cities
